Most of its
recycling barriers come from this rural-arggricuitural location. The main threggfarriors are revenues, farm labor,
and an increasing and decreasing population during arricultural seasons. ce our new hauler started they
have kept our recycling fees low and our service high.

The City of Huron hired a new recycling and solid waste contractor who started in March 2001. The City of Huron
was not receiving the recycling services it needed to comply with AB 939. The new recycling contractor
implemented the SRRE which had not been done by there last hauler.

Huron is a small rural community located in an aggricultural sector of Fresno County. Most of the recycling barriers
come from this rural-aggriculture location. The three biggest barriers are: fow income, fluxuating population, and
demographics. Huron's population doubles twice a year durring aggriculture seasons. The majority of the new
population is low income farm [abor. With preparation and re-occuring education we plan on increasing our
diversion and our recycling programs.

2. Why is your jurisdiction requesting an Alternative Diversion Requirement in lieu of a Time Extension?

Over the past year the city has implemented many new recycling programs. These new programs will increase the
city's diversion rate, but the demographics and low income have a large impact on reaching the 50% mark. Also,
the city financial well being is generated from the aggriultrual seasons. Durring the season there is an additional
4,000 farm labors who do not have the recycling education or recycing exposure. They not only generate huge
amounts of waste, but segregated containers become contaminated due to there lack of eduation.

3. Describe your jurisdiction’s Good Faith Efforts to implement the programs in its SRRE.

The city has fullfiled many programs in the SRRE in the past year. The residential curbside programs were
expanded in March of 2001 to include 96 gallon green waste and commingle collection (weekly pick up). The
commercial generators have expanded recycling programs which include: large agriculture genrators(source
seperation), and school recycling (classroom).

4. Describe any relevant circumstances in the jurisdiction that contribute to the need for an ADR. Provide
any relevant information that supports the request.

The city and county are working on a waste to orgin dispute. The amount of self hauls are extreamly high
for a city located so far from the landfill. We plan on having this resolved by 2004. The cities diversion for
2000 was 1% and to increase that up to 50% in just three years is not a reasonable diversion goal. We have
pick diversion progams to stimulate recycling and be cost cautious to the residents.
